THE RIGHT SPIRIT ON PEACE. 
The American Peace Society prosecutes its work mainly by circulating 
publications, some of which it has been in the habit of sending to the various 
missionary stations among the heathen, supported by different denomi- 
nations in our country ; and, in response to those sent at different times 
to the Sandwich Islands for circulation among the constant anil numerous 
visiters there from all parts of the world, we have received, besides $5 
now from one individual, and $10 again from another connected with the 
missions there, two very generous donations, One Hundred Dollars each, 
from the Church of Native Christians under the care of Mr. Coan, 
whose letter, given below almost entire, well deserves to be read and seri- 
ously pondered by every Christian : — 

MR. COAN's LETTER. 

Rev. G. C. Beckwith,

Hilo, Hawaii, Dec. 10, 1851. 
My dear Brother, — Your box. filled with the excellent publications of 
your Society, came to hand yesterday, all in good condition. * * * * 

For this box, and its highly valued contents, we most heartily thank you. 
We thank you on our own behalf, on behalf of a warring world, on behalf 
of " the tons of peace," and in the name of " the P ince of Peace " 1 will 
endeavor, by the grace of God, to make good use of this artillery of heaven. 
The church under my care feel special interest in your work. Perhaps no 
country on earth is more quiet and peaceful than the Hawaiian Islands. 
Our people are toughi, that " wars ana fightings " are not of God, but of the 
lusts and evil passions of men. They are taught to " live in peace," with 
the assurance, that " the God of love and peace will thus be with them." 
And, to show the sincerity of their principles, they have pgain cheerfully 
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voted your Society one hundred dollars, a draft for which you will find with 
this. 

Our people are ready to help, according to their ability, every good enter- 
prise ; but there is no one to which they more cheerlully contribute than to 
this. Indeed, it is the first foreign object, except the direct missionary en- 
te: prise, to which they contributed ; and we hold it to be second in interest 
and importance to no Christian enterprise of the day, unless we except the 
above-mentioned object. Its very spirit is the spirit of the gospel. Its ob- 
jects are the objects of i.he gospel, and its weapons are gospel weapons. I 
know your Society is unknown to the multitude, and esteemed an object of 
indifference or contempt by many. But its foundations are deeply laid in 
reason, in truth, and in love ; and the principles you advocate are destined 
to prevail, for they are the laws of Heaven. 

Your trials are many, and your task arduous. You well say, " It is all 
up-hill work." This is true. Yon contend with ignorance, with indiffer- 
ence, with those who pity and half pardon your weakness, with the contempt 
of those who scorn your bigotry, with false philosophy and false theology, 
with pride, ambition, false honor, lust of dominion, hereditary prejudices, po- 
litical sophistry, and all the revengeful and selfish passions of man. But the-e 
are common foes. The gos el meets them always everywhere, and in all 
forms. The Bible, the Tract, the Missionary, the Temperance Agent, the 
Abolititionist, the Disciple of Purity, and all other pr achers of righteous- 
ness contend with the same enemy on the same great battle-field. But 
we fight under a glorious leader, and under a conquering banner. Even the 
private Christian finds his road to glory all "up hll" a sleepless strug- 
gle, a warfare without a parley, a truce, or a furlough; but faith, and hope, 
and patience, secure the victory. 

You have many things to encourage you. Your rause is steadily and surely 
onward — silent as light, but sure and omnipotent as the laws of nature. We, 
in these distant realms, witness many things to cheer the peacemaker. Our 
land is a land of peace. The principles of peace prevail in our ecclesiastical 
and civil councils. The war-note is hushed, and we hope the war spirit 
is crushed in this land ; a nd « e feel triumphant and safe in a warring world, 
and in the very face of foes, just in the proportion as we trust in the Lord, and 
exercise love and good will toward our enemies. 

Allow me to say, that I have just received a most tender and interesting 
letter from a young man recently connected with the U. S. Navy, but now 
studying for the gospel ministry. He was once at Hilo in a ship of war. 
1 have also letters of a similar character from otheis who have left the ser- 
vice, and chosen " the sword of the spirit" as their future weapon. One of 
these is now a zealous seamen's chaplain. I am also holding an interest- 
ing correspondence with a popular captain of the U. S. Navy, who once vis- 
ited us at Hilo, and who has since united himself with the church. The 
leaven of peace is silently at work in Cabinets, in Legislatures, in Navies 
and Armies, and in the private walks of life. O that all our institutions of 
learning could be purified in this matter! 

V/hat is being done for Sabbath Schools on this subject? It is of vast 
importance to throw salt into these fountains. I do hope that your publica- 
tions find a worthy place in ev> ry Sabbath school library in the land. 
Cannot this be brought about? The Hilo Church will evei stand ready to 
contribute her mite' for such an object. 

Praying that the God of love and peace may evpr be with you and 
your fellow-laborers in the kingdom and patience of Jesus, I remain, dear

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Here is an admirable example ! Had all the followers of Christ been like 
this Missionary Pastor, and his Church of Native Christians, how different 
for the last fifteen centuries would have been the history of nations reput- 
edly Christian ! What a waste of treasure and blood, how vast an amount 
of vice, and crime, and misery, what a warld of evils for time and eternity, 
would have been prevented ! 

We see how the Pastor at Hilo works forpeaee. He educates his Church 
into it as an essential element of Christian character. In a former letter, he 
said they " would feel as much at liberty to steal, rob and murder, as to go to 
war." Here is the secrel of his success on this point. He seems to enforce 
peace just as he would repentance and faith. He does not throw it far into 
the back-ground, undervaluing its importance, if not entirely ignoring its 
claims, but trains his Church to view and treat it as an object of vast and 
vital importance, second only to the great work of the world's evangelization. 
They observe, as he states elsewhere, the annual Concert of Prayer for uni- 
versal Peace, and contribute every two or three years their hundred dollars 
to the cause. O ! when will the pastors and churches, in our own and every 
Christian land, "go and do likewise?" God grant they may very soon ; 
for when they do, we shall witness a speedy triumph of this cause, a great 
and glorious change; a change that will accomplish more for Christendom 
and ihe world than has yet been efficted by the combined agency of all the 
other benevolent enterprises now in progiess. 

The Peace Society's aim is to p ompt and aid Christians in this work of 
peace. We are endeavoring, but lack the requisite means, to put our pub- 
ications in the libraries of Sabbath schools and literary institutions through- 
out the country, and in the hinds of all our ministers, editors, and legislators. 
We have begun this effort with go d auspices; and, if the spirit of the pas- 
tor and church at Hilo were to pervade the mass, or any considerable part 
of Christians here, we should soon receive all the funds we need, a ten-fold, 
if not a hundred-fold increase of contributions. Reader, what are you doing 
for this cause of God and a bleeding world ?
